Dayton, Ohio, 50th-ranking U. S. city in size with 
a 1960 population of 258,196, has seen much of its 
growth in comparatively recent years. 

The first permanent settlement was established in 
1796. After young Dayton acquired a canal link to 
Lake Erie via Cincinnati, the canal operators resisted 
intrusion by the railroads, the only other commercial 
carrier of the times. The city’s really spectacular 
growth began when a couple of brothers who op- 
erated a bicycle repair shop began to experiment with 
“flying machines.” Daytonians Wilbur and Orville 
Wright flew their first powered airplane in controlled 
flight on Dec. 17, 1903. After that, Dayton became 
a place of aviation accomplishments. Here have 
occurred the first parachute jump, first solo instru- 
ment landing, night flying advances, world altitude 
records, and pioneering in aerial photography. 

A disastrous flood in 1913 led to the construction 
of a vast system of flood control dams which insure 
the city against any repetition of the disaster. Day- 
ton’s burgeoning industrial plants hummed with 
vitality when World War I came along. During the 
years which followed, industrial concentration in 
Dayton increased. 

When World War II erupted, Dayton industries 
turned to production of war material. Wright-Patter- 
son Air Force Base was enlarged tremendously. 
Delco, founded by famed Charles Kettering, and 
other General Electric operating divisions, have plants 
in Dayton. Other principal industries include manu- 
facture of chemicals, cash registers and other busi- 
ness machines, electric motors, refrigerators, comput- 
ing scales, auto and airplane parts. 

The city has a larger than usual proportion of 
skilled labor, reflected by the fact that 72 percent of 
all families have incomes over $4,000 a year. Dayton 
is also the hub of a large trading area, both whole- 
sale and retail, and all these activities are served by 
many local and national trucking firms operating over 
the numerous good roads radiating from Dayton.

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Floodtide Protests Justice Dept. Tactics, 
Pledges Hoffa Support 


A FLOODTIDE of protest against the 
vendetta justice of Bobbie Kennedy 
has swept the headquarters of the 
International Brotherhood of Team- 
sters. 

Communications from hundreds 
and hundreds of people from all 
walks of life have reached the desk of 
Teamster President James R. Hoffa. 

All express two general themes: 

1. None of the senders is satisfied 
that justice was rendered in Chatta- 
nooga. 

2. All wish the Teamster president 
success in his quest of ultimate justice 
through the appeals courts. 

What distinguishes this gigantic 
wave of protest against Hoffa’s con- 
viction in Chattanooga is that it is a 


spontaneous uprising from the grass 
roots. It is not the work of profes- 
sional liberals versed in the art of pro- 
moting letter writing campaigns. 

Rank-and-file members, officers of 
Teamster local unions and officers of 
other international and national 
unions, nuns, union members other 
than Teamsters, strangers, casual ac- 
quaintances, people from every corner 
of America are declaring that the 
cloud and taint of vendetta justice 
hangs over Bobbie Kennedy’s cam- 
paign to get Jimmy Hoffa. 

All letters and telegrams are signed. 
There are no anonymous well wish- 
ers seeking to hide their identity. 

Letters came on fancy letterheads, 


on scraps of paper with the message 
penned in shaky handwriting, some on 
paper obviously torn from a child’s 
school tablet. 

Some were typed, some were printed 
laboriously, some were barely legible. 
Some of the spelling was meticulous. 
Others may have demonstrated a lack 
of formal education of the sender, but 
were clear and articulate in expressing 
an insight into the working of justice 
when it is tainted with political over- 
tones. What follows here is a sampl- 
ing of these expressions of surprise, 
shock, disbelief, disgust with the 
tainted decision, and expressions of 
support, hope and wishes for success 
for Teamster President James R. 
Hoffa:

Union Collects 
$2,285 for Hoffa 

(Editor’s Note: The following 

Associated Press dispatch ap- 
peared in the Minneapolis Morn- 
ing Tribune, Friday, March 13, 
1964 .) 

Chattanooga, Tenn. (AP) — 
Birmingham, Ala., Teamsters 
Union members presented union 
President James R. Hoffa a 
check for $2,285 Thursday, 
labeling it “a truckers’ fund for 
a railroad job.” 

The reference was to Hoffa’s 
assertion following his convic- 
tion on jury tampering charges 
that he had been railroaded by 
the Justice Department headed 
by his longtime foe Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. 

The gift was presented by G. 
Sam Webb, president of Bir- 
mingham Teamsters Local 612, 
and John Pierce, secretary- 
treasurer of the local, after 
Hoffa was sentenced to eight 
years in prison and fined 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Webb said the gift to Hoffa 
represented $1 per member for 
use “whichever way you see fit.”

Editor of the Press Herald: 

Bobby Kennedy now has his pound of flesh. Numerous times he has 
tried to convict Jimmy Hoffa and failed. Now his representative at the 
trial phones to tell him, “We made it’’. Using all the forces his Justice 
Department can command, he finally gets his man. What is the heinous 
crime Hoffa is accused of? ATTEMPTING to tamper with a prospective 
juror at a previous trial in which the untampered members of the jury 
failed to agree on a verdict. Big deal! The majority of Congress are 
tampered with nearly every day by lobbyists to have them make and 
pass laws detrimental to most of the nation’s population and for the 
benefit of a few. 

Negro children in Birmingham are bombed to death at Sunday School. 
Did Bobby and his Justice Department aides find their murderer? Is it 
more important to destroy a labor leader than protect lives?

Our ‘verdict’ in the latest case of Mr. James R. Hoffa, president of the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, is being written without waiting 
for the decision of the Federal District Court in Chattanooga, Tenn. 
The verdict is that this most tried man in the nation would not have 
been once again dragged into a court, this time to face the charge of 
attempting to “fix” a jury, were it not that he is the target of a personal 
vendetta of the U.S. Attorney General, Robert F. Kennedy. How do we 
know this? Easy, everyone knows it: judges, prosecutors, members of 
juries, the press and many others. The differences in whatever these 
people have to say about Mr. Hoffa are not explainable by what they 
believe to be true about him and his actions; what explains them are the 
varying degrees of readiness knowingly to participate in the Attorney 
General’s private manhunt. 

It is a disgrace that the huge judicial and law enforcement apparatus 
of the nation should be allowed to engage in the whimsical vendetta of 
any one man.

What Happens to Hoff fa 
Threatens Everyone 

( Editor’s Note: The following letter to the editor appeared in a recent 
copy of the Baton Rouge (La.) Advocate.) 

Editor, Advocate: 

I find it necessary to disagree, to a certain extent, with your editorial 
“A Union on Trial” (March 11). I do not intend to sing praises of the 
president of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, James Riddle 
Hoffa. Neither do I intend to denounce him. Certainly, Mr. Hoffa is a 
controversial figure, but he has never pretended to wear a halo. At least 
he has primarily confined his public activities to labor-management and 
the interests of his members in this field. There are two other nationally 
known union leaders who cannot say this. They have ceased to be 
spokesmen for their rank and file, and have instead, started to dictate to 
them. They are even attempting to tell their members what to do in 
their social and private life, even who they should associate with. If 
unions find their membership and political influence dwindling, the blame 
can go to these two gentlemen, not James Hoffa. 

The most shocking thing about Mr. Hoffa’s trial is the gestapo-like 
tactics used by Atty. Gen. Robert Kennedy and his Justice Department. 
Mr. Hoffa was not being tried for murder. He was being tried for 
allegedly tampering with a jury in Nashville in the fall of 1962. The 
jury in Mr. Hoffa’s trial in Chattanooga was locked up every night and 
on weekends at a downtown hotel where an entire floor had been set 
aside for them. They were allowed to go home for brief periods but 
only under the supervision of federal marshals who listened to their 
conversations with their families. To handle a jury in this manner in 
such a trial would certainly make the jurors feel someone was definitely 
going to try to influence them. Wasn’t that the very issue they had 
before them? The verdict was inevitable. 

Mr. Hoffa heads the most powerful union in the United States, with a 
membership of almost two million. He has refused to knuckle under to 
the Atty. Gen., Bobby Kennedy. This young, arrogant millionaire is 
furious at being defied by Mr. Hoffa, who had to fight his way up from 
the slums of Detroit.. Mr. Kennedy is using millions of dollars of tax- 
payers money to “get” one lone labor leader who refuses to become a 
puppet. 

In this trial, Mr. Kennedy has violated every concept of fair play. 
He makes flowery statements concerning human rights and civil rights 
when calling for passage of a vicious unconstitutional law to suit his 
political purposes. Yet, his ruthless attack on one private citizen named 
James Hoffa is an outrageous violation of fundamental American rights. 
Is there going to be one type of justice for friends of the attorney gen- 
eral and another type of justice for those who oppose him? 

When the federal government concentrates its power on any individual, 
without regard of fair play or the rights of the individual, it can be con- 
sidered nothing less than tyranny. What has been happening to James

Over the years, the strength of this International Union has been based upon the united action of 
its membership and upon the loyalty and faith of its officers and the rank and file members. On this 
foundation we have grown larger and stronger, enabling us to improve our standards of living and our 
working conditions, even while the rest of organized labor everywhere in this country is growing small- 
er and smaller, numerically and in stature. 

In the past decade, we have seen unprincipled forces make every effort to break up our organiza- 
tion, knowing full well that if the Teamsters Union is destroyed, they will succeed in their plans to de- 
stroy unions in the United States. In the beginning, the success of such a plan will result in the working 
man losing the economic gains he has made in the past fifty years. To measure the end results of such a 
plan, we have only to look at what occurred in those countries in which dictators took over; one of the 
first acts of such tyrants was to take over or destroy any labor unions which existed. 

We are proud of the gains we have made and we propose to continue our fight to keep them and 
to improve further the status of the working man. Our General President has been so powerful a leader 
in that fight and so successful that our enemies hav* recognized that Brother James R. Hoffa must be 
destroyed or their plans will fail. They have spared no efforts to achieve their results and have even 
managed to secure the unlimited resources and assistance of certain government agencies to help them. 
It is apparent they will not stop until they succeed. 

The principles of justice in the United States of America and the idea of fair play hold that an 
accused man is entitled to his day in court, that he should be given a fair trial in accordance with the 
rules of due process, and that he has the right to have a determination made by a court of final appeal 
on the matter of whether or not he has had such a fair trial. And, until that final determination is 
made, he is guilty of no crime. We see no reason to deviate from that concept for our General Presi- 
dent, and we do not propose to do so. We urge him to continue his fight and we hope he will do so. 
To that end, we adopt the following resolution: 

RESOLVED, that Teamsters Joint Council No. 25 and its affiliated local 
unions do hereby: 

1. Reaffirm their faith in and their loyalty to General President James 
R. Hoffa; 

2. Avow that they will, in every way legally possible, assist him in his 
fight to vindicate his honor and his reputation; and 

3. Pledge that they will continue to carry out his program and the 
policies adopted by his administration and will oppose any efforts made 
either outside of or within the International Union to create disharmony 
and disunity.

Area-Wide Milk Agreement 
Negotiated in Central States

ANOTHER pioneer contract was 
added to the long list of Teamsters 
Union area-wide arguments last 
month when the first Central States 
Fluid Milk and Ice Cream Master 
Agreement was negotiated for 25,000 
members employed at more than 100 
plants. 

The Agreement covers all non- 
monetary items for all production and 
distribution workers at most Borden, 
Sealtest, Bowman Dairy, and Beatrice 
Foods plants in the 13 states of the 
Central Conference of Teamsters. 

Monetary items of wages, pensions, 
health and welfare benefits, vacations, 
and so forth will be determined in 
addendas to the agreement to be 
negotiated by the various local unions. 

Howard L. Haynes, recording sec- 
retary for the Mid States-East Coast 


Dairy Conference and chief negotia- 
tor for the agreement, said the master 
contract becomes effective retroac- 
tively to Feb. 14, 1964, upon ratifica- 
tion by the members. The contract 
extends to Feb. 14, 1969. 

Haynes estimated 80 per cent of 
the local unions in the Central Con- 
ference area have members that are 
affected by the agreement. 

He predicted that while the contract 
now covers some 25,000 members, 
that in 3 years it will be covering 
100,000 members as the master agree- 
ment is broadened when currently 
effective contracts expire. 

Haynes said the master contract 
contains most of the standard Cen- 
tral Conference agreement language, 
and stressed a pair of particularly 
important clauses that were included 
in the agreement — a vendor clause 
and an area rate clause. 

The vendor clause provides that 
a route presently operated as a com- 
pany route will never be anything 
other than that. The route cannot 
be farmed out. 
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Message from the General President 


Business as Usual 


In the seven years during which I 
have been your president, you have 
come to know three things: 

1. This International Union has 
strictly adhered to a policy of keeping 
you fully informed on matters which 
affect you and your organization. 

2. Even though the vendetta of the 
Justice Department against me per- 
sonally has occupied a great deal of 
my time, the business of the Interna- 
tional Union has gone forward in such 
a manner that we are the envy of the 
labor movement, both in gains which 
have been made for you, the members, and in the 
administration of the union. 

3. I have never backed away from a fight in my 
life. In all of my 32 years in the labor movement, I 
have consistently refused to “conform” as a price of 
peace, for the simple reason that I have always known 
that the price would come out of the pockets of the 
rank-and-file I was elected to represent. 

When the Chattanooga jury returned its verdict on 
March 4th, it did not return a verdict against Jimmy 
Hoffa, private citizen. It returned a verdict against 
Jimmy Hoffa, president of the Teamsters Union. 

Until that day when the Teamsters Union lays down 
its arms and reaches into your pockets to pay the price 
for “peace,” the president of this International Union, 
whether he be Hoffa or someone else in the future, will 
occupy a precarious place in society, indeed. 

These things are in store for this International 
Union in the coming months : 

1. I will appeal the Chattanooga verdict to the high- 
est court of the land, if that is necessary. The best 
legal minds in the country are certain that the record 
in that case is filled with error. By the admission of 
the judge who tried the case, it took him only two 
hours and 20 minutes to read the testimony the jury 
was allowed to hear, even though the court heard testi- 
mony for nearly seven weeks. 

All the rest of the time, testimony was heard with 
the jury absent. 


A recent copy of the Congressional 
Record contained 10 pages of expres- 
sions of concern by Congressmen over 
the police state and vendetta methods 
of the Justice Department. All of these 
will be aired in appeals courts. Al- 
though I say the verdict in Chatta- 
nooga was a “foul scheme by paid in- 
formers, convicted felons, and persons 
who use the courts as toys and instru- 
ments to satisfy personal hates,” I still 
have explicit faith in ultimate justice. 
I am confident that this foul conspiracy 
to jail a labor leader will be reversed. 

2. The business of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters will be conducted as usual. Whenever possi- 
ble, I will be in the field talking with you, the rank- 
and-file, finding out first-hand what your problems are 
and working with you to come up with solutions. The 
open door policy in Washington headquarters will con- 
tinue. I am still available to any one of you desiring 
to speak with me. 

I repeat, I have faith in the ultimate triumph of 
justice, and I ask your continuing support so that 
together we may continue to march forward in our 
efforts to secure a better way of life for you and your 
family. We have come quite a way down that road 
thus far. 

Be assured that nothing has changed. Be assured, 
too, that those who would have it otherwise never 
learned how to work long enough in any one day to 
keep me from representing you who elected me to this 
high office.

WHEREAS, over the years we have seen many labor leaders convicted in 
an atmosphere of prejudice and emotion in lower courts, only to be vindicated 
when their cases were reviewed by appellate courts, and 

WHEREAS, we the members of this General Executive Board of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and Helpers of 
America, believe that only through the preservation of our constitutional rights 
and civil liberties can we successfully maintain our Democracy against attacks 
from without as well as from within, and 

WHEREAS, we believe that both the constitutional rights and civil liberties 
of our General President James R. Hoffa have been trampled upon by the 
Justice Department in its efforts to secure a conviction, regardless of the means 
used, 

NOW, therefore, be it resolved, that we the members of the General Execu- 
tive Board of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Ware- 
housemen and Helpers of America, do hereby declare our continuing faith in 
the stewardship of this International Union by General President James R. 
Hoffa and pledge him our continuing support against thieves and other pub- 
licized assaults on his constitutional privileges and civil liberties. 

Resolution 

IN VIEW of the many inquiries received by International Union Vice Presi- 
dents of this International Union concerning the manner in which rank-and- 
file members can come to the defense and support of Teamster General Presi- 
dent James R. Hoffa in his current legal struggle with a vindictive U. S. Depart- 
ment of Justice, and 

SINCE, it is right that if rank-and-file members are desirous of expressing 
their gratitude to General President Hoffa for his leadership in the area of 
higher wages and better conditions and desirous of registering their protest of 
police-state methods in a Democracy they should be free to do so, now

As this issue of the International 
Teamster Magazine went to press, the 
General Executive Board of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
meeting in regular quarterly session in 
Hollywood, Florida, gave an unani- 
mous standing vote of confidence to 
Teamster President James R. Hoffa. 

Defense Funds 

Additionally, the Teamster Vice 
Presidents unanimously approved the 
establishment of voluntary rank-and- 
file defense funds in their geographi- 
cal areas wherever rank-and-file mem- 
bers are desirous of establishing such 
funds. The resolution was made in 
response to hundreds of such requests 
from rank-and-file members. 

Investigation 

Breaking on the heels of the two 
resolutions in support of Hoffa was 
the announcement that Emanuel Cel- 
ler, Chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, that a select House sub- 
committee has been named to investi- 
gate charges of Justice Department 
excesses in the trial of Hoffa in Chat- 
tanooga, and to determine whether or 
not Hoffa’s constitutional rights and 
civil liberties have been violated.

The text of the resolutions adopted 
by the Teamster General Executive 
Board follows: 
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Teamster Testimony Advocates Repeal 
Of Overtime Exemptions for Canneries 


TEAMSTER testimony favoring re- 
peal of Fair Labor Standards Act 
overtime exemptions for workers en- 
gaged in agricultural processing was 
entered into the record recently by 
Sidney Zagri, Teamsters Union legis- 
lative counsel. 

Zagri testified before a subcommit- 
tee of the House Committee on Edu- 
cation and Labor which was consider- 
ing legislative proposals — companion 
bills H.R. 9824 and S. 2487— to ex- 
tend coverage of the Act to additional 
workers. 

Along with pledging support for the 
measures, Zagri urged that the bills 
be changed so as to repeal rather than 
amend the offensive sections of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act. 

Repeal of Sections 7(b)(3), 7(c), 
and 13(a) (10), would extend the 
Act’s benefits to workers “handling, 
packing, and processing farm prod- 
ucts.” 

“One of the expressed basic objec- 
tives of the Fair Labor Standards 
Act,” said Zagri early in his testimony, 
“is to end ‘labor conditions detrimental 
to the maintenance of the minimum 
standard of living necessary for health, 
efficiency and well being.’ ” 

Lowest Wages 

He continued: 

“Yet in the food processing indus- 
tries . . . these workers are totally or 
partially exempted from the benefits 
of the Act. In an area where the need 
is greatest, statutory protection is de- 
nied. The exemptions adversely affect 
the very workers who need protection 
the most. Workers processing agri- 
cultural commodities earn some of the 
lowest wages in the United States.” 

Zagri emphasized: “There is no 
valid reason to discriminate against 
food processing workers and deny 
them a standard of living equal to 
that of other American workers in 
other enterprises.” 

He noted that the 40-hour work- 
week was a national labor policy con- 
sistent with the productivity and needs 
of the people, “yet only in industries 
processing farm products are workers 
denied overtime rates of pay for over- 
time work at times of peak produc- 
tion.”

The basis on which the exemptions 
are permitted differ substantially. 

Section 7(b)(3) permits overtime 
exemptions in any industry or related 
branch considered to be of a seasonal 
nature, whether or not the plant in 
which a particular worker is employed 
meets the tests determining seasonal- 
ity. 

Overtime exemptions under Section 
13(a) (10) depends upon the engage- 
ment within the area of production, 
by the particular worker in one of the 
operations specifically named in the 
section. Under Section 7(c), exemp- 
tion depends upon the employee’s en- 
gagement in a place of employment 
where his employer is engaged in the 
named operations. Additionally, in 
the case of initial processing of agri- 
cultural and horticultural commodi- 
ties, the place of employment must be 
within the area of production. 

The key phrases to remember are 
“seasonal nature” and “area of pro- 
duction.” It is with these terms that 
thousands of workers are denied over- 
time pay when working more than 40 
hours a week. 

Whether an employee receives the 
benefits of the Act depends upon three 
things — his specific duties, the activi- 
ties of his employer, and the nature 
of the industry. 

Zagri told the subcommittee that 
the exemptions are so complex and 


overlapping that they create confusion 
and uncertainty. 

He cited 1961 amendments to the 
Act which referred to the “compli- 
cated” system of exemptions. 

Zagri produced material to back up 
his views, such as a Labor Depart- 
ment statement describing the exemp- 
tions as unsatisfactory, misunderstood, 
difficult to administer, and having a 
tendency to produce competitive in- 
equities. 

In addition, the Wage and Hour 
and Public Contracts Division, in an 
annual report evaluating the Fair 
Labor Standards Act, once stated that 
there was “no sound justification, 
either economic or social, for the year- 
round overtime exemption . . .” 

Other industries, like meat packing, 
also have to adjust to meet peak sea- 
sonal demands by extending the week- 
ly work schedules. However, in those 
industries, time and a half is paid to 
employees working in excess of 40 
hours a week. 

Production Lines 

Zagri stressed that progressive em- 
ployers who negotiate with the Team- 
sters Union (or other unions in the 
canning and preserving industry) 
should not be penalized by the exemp- 
tions. More than 300 companies have 
agreements with Teamster local un- 
ions representing cannery workers. 

Statistics were introduced to sup- 
port the proposal to repeal the ex- 
emptions sections of the law. 

Noteworthy was the fact that in 
1951, average hourly earnings of pro- 
duction workers in canned (except 
sea) foods was $1.26 compared with 
$1.56 an hour in manufacturing — a 
30-cent-an-hour gap. By 1962, the 
corresponding figures were $1.95 and 
$2.39 respectively — a 44-cent-an-hour 
gap. 

One of the most impressive points 
made by Zagri was that the food proc- 
essing industry is industrial in char- 
acter today. 

“Canning and preserving is not agri- 
culture,” said the Teamster legislative 
counsel. “Canning plants have pro- 
duction lines and machinery like any 
other factory. Fruit and vegetable 
packing plants have conveyor belts, 
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expensive working machinery and 
production lines . . . Plants are con- 
stantly increasing in size and scope.” 
A 1958 census of manufacturers re- 
vealed that 65 per cent of employees 
in canning and processing were em- 
ployed at plants having 100 or more 
workers. Said Zagri, “These are full- 
fledged industries and not just little 
plants doing for the farmer what he 
might do himself.” 

Zagri said many of the plants are 
the property of industrial giants such 
as the California Packing Co., Libby, 
McNeil & Libby, Stokely-Van Camp, 
General Foods, and National Dairy 
Products Corp. 

He cited also a trend of mergers in 
the canning industry. In 1947 there 
were 2,265 plants canning and proc- 
essing fruits and vegetables; by 1958, 
the total had dropped to 1,607. 

Zagri added the fact that agriculture 
itself, as outlined in a 1963 food 
study, “has taken on more and more 
of the character of industrialization 
in the United States.” 

Since 1937, farm productivity has 
increased about 180 per cent com- 
pared with a 100 per cent increase for 
industrial productivity in the same 
period. 

The Teamster spokesman empha- 
sized: 

Mechanization 

“The mechanization of field pro- 
duction and harvesting of processing 
crops, the synchronization of harvest- 
ing and picking, and the availability 
of fast, flexible truck transportation, 
have minimized perishability and per- 
mitted processors to draw on supplies 
from greater distances — thus extend- 
ing their processing season.” 

Technological progress, in other 
words, has reduced the need for labor. 

Extensive documentation was pre- 
sented to show that the major seg- 
ments of the canning and processing 
industry, under union contract, do 
not use or use less than the total ex- 
emption without impairing total out- 
put or competitive efficiency. 

“Study shows,” said Zagri, “that 9 
of 10 establishments, by agreement, 
pay overtime after 40 hours per week 
during peak or processing seasons.” 
Further, testified Zagri, a Labor De- 
partment report on handling and 
processing of agricultural products 
shows that the canning and processing 
industry can afford to pay both the 
minimum wage and overtime pay. 

So far as the “area of production” 
exemption is concerned, there is no 


A 

economic justification for it. Also, it 
is inherently discriminatory. 

The “area of production” exemp- 
tion gives some firms a competitive 
advantage in labor costs to some 
firms simply on the basis of geograph- 
ical location. It denies workers basic 
labor standards on the basis of size or 
location of community. Nowhere else 
is this discriminatory principle fol- 
lowed. 

For example, a worker employed in 
a small community or near the farm 
is not covered, but a worker doing the 
same job in a nearby city is covered 
by the Act. Both workers have the 
same needs and requirements. 

Zagri said: “A firm or plant proc- 
essing an agricultural product in a 
rural area for distribution and sale to 
outside markets should meet the same 
standards of wages and overtime pay 
as firms doing the same work in non- 
rural areas.” 

• Milkman Party 

Clarence F. Glatz, a 38-year mem- 
ber of Teamster Local 603 in St. 
Louis, Mo., retired as a milk wagon 
driver recently and was honored with 
a party sponsored by his customers. 

Glatz, whose customers unanimous- 
ly agreed they were sorry to bid him 
farewell, said that through the years 
“I tried to treat everybody as I ex- 
pected to be treated myself.” 

• Kit Carson Holiday 

Believe it or not, Teamster negoti- 
ators have succeeded in writing Kit 
Carson’s birthday as a holiday under 
an IBT agreement. 

The birthday of the famous old-time 
scout became a paid holiday for 6 
members of Teamster Local 542 in 
San Diego, Calif. It came about as 
the result of the union seeking a 
seventh paid holiday in a contract 
renewal with Bass Chemical Co. 

The union suggested the worker’s 
birthday, the day after Thanksgiving 
or the day before Christmas. 

The public library was contacted 
to learn if anything noteworthy had 
ever happened on the day before 
Christmas besides Christmas eve. 
“Rudolph, the Red-Nosed Reindeer,” 
was composed on that date, replied 
the library, and Kit Carson was born. 

Negotiators thought Kit Carson’s 
birthday more fitting and wrote it into 
the agreement.

“Through participating in numer- 
ous organizations pertaining to the 
general welfare of Detroit and its 
surroundings, Mr. Holmes has been 
of considerable assistance to Negroes 
and to alumni of Wilberforce Univer- 
sity. His efforts in this direction have 
been propelled through unselfish and 
conscientious motives.” 

Rembert E. Stokes, president of 
Wilberforce, will present the award 
to Holmes. The university is a small 
denominational college more than 100 
years old. 
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• Newspaper Contract 

Teamster Local 372 has signed a 
2-year agreement with the Detroit 
News covering district sales personnel 
as well as drivers for the daily news- 
paper. 

The contract provides for wage in- 
creases of 10 cents an hour the first 
year and 9 cents the second year. 
Also added were more vacation allow- 
ances and a revised sick leave policy. 

Clare O’Connor and Joseph Preben- 
da, president and secretary-treasurer 
respectively of Local 372, negotiated 
the agreement which runs through 
Nov. 15, 1965. 

• Humble Oil Pact 

Teamster Local 135 has negoti- 
ated a new contract covering drivers 
working for the Humble Oil & Re- 
fining Co., in Indianapolis, Ind. 

Lloyd Reisner, Local 135 president, 
said the new agreement brings wage 
increases totaling 55 cents by 15-cent 


jumps semi-annually with a final in- 
crease of 10 cents effective July, 1965. 

As each increase in the hourly rate 
goes into effect, the hours of work will 
be reduced so that the men receive 
much more take-home pay for less 
working time. 

• Plant Workers Join 

Some 325 plant workers of the 
Lawson Milk Co., in Cleveland re- 
cently voted in a National Labor Rela- 
tions Board election to join the 
bargaining unit from which Lawson 
drivers have been deriving benefits 
under Teamster Local 336 contracts 
for more than 7 years. 

Seven contracts have been negoti- 
ated with the company by Local 336, 
without a single work stoppage, since 
August, 1956, when nearly 60 driv- 
ers voted to join the Teamsters Union. 

Wage gains through the years 
totaled 65 cents. Other gains in- 
cluded basic work week reductions, 
seniority rights, holiday and vacation 


clauses, health and welfare language, 
and so on. 

Arthur Frindt, Local 336 president, 
said that gains won for the drivers 
through the years were consistently 
passed along to the inside plant work- 
ers, so that all Lawson employees 
benefitted by Teamster affiliation al- 
though only the drivers were officially 
represented. 

Eventually, however, Frindt said 
the other agreement benefits were too 
strong to ignore and the plant work- 
ers stopped being free riders and be- 
came Teamsters also. 

• Ready Mix Agreement 

Teamster Local 957 in Dayton, 
Ohio, negotiated a new 3-year agree- 
ment covering 150 truck drivers em- 
ployed by four firms belonging to the 
Miami Valley Ready Mix Concrete 
Assn. 

The contract provided for a total 
package of 30 cents of which 22 cents 
was in hourly wage increases — 10 
cents the first year and 6 cents in each 
of the next 2 years. 

Companies belonging to the asso- 
ciation are Hilltop Concrete Co., 
Moraine Ready Mix Co., Ready 
Mix Corp., and Dayton Builders Con- 
crete Co. 

• Two Elections Won 

Teamster Local 283 recently won 
a pair of National Labor Relations 
Board representation elections in De- 
troit. In both cases, the employees 
had formerly been working under con- 
tracts negotiated by the Oil, Chemical, 
and Atomic Workers Union (AFL- 
CIO). 

Employees at American Oil, con- 
sisting of pipeline workers at termi- 
nals in River Rouge, Taylor, and Na- 
poleon, Mich., voted for the Teamsters 
by a count of 1 8 to 9. 

Fuel drivers at Austin Oil voted for 
Teamster representation by a score 
of 11 to 1. 

• Poultry Election 

Teamster Local 818 at New York 
City recently won representation 
rights for the employees of New York 
Poultry By-Products, Inc., in a Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board election. 

Patrick Sullivan, Local 818 presi- 
dent, said the first contract negotiated 
for the poultry firm’s workers provided 
wage gains ranging from $36 to $46 
per week plus welfare, vacations, sick 
leave and other benefits.

. . . . . RELATIVELY UNREPORTED in the nation's press is the fact that Edward 
Ball, board chairman of the strikebound Florida East Coast Railway, has spurned 
all efforts to mediate an end to the strike that is now more than a year old. 
Ball's views toward the men and women who work for him have been likened to an 
18th century labor philosophy. He has refused, for example, to pay an increase 
to the FEC strikers that has been granted on all other railroads and which would 
cost Ball's line only $331,000 a year. Ball, in refusing the pay hike, pleaded 
"poverty." Yet in 1963, Ball's sister, Mrs. Jessie Ball du Pont, received nearly 
$8.6 million in annuities from the du Pont Estate, a financial empire headed by 
Ball which holds 60 per cent of the FEC stock. Of the total, Mrs. du Pont con- 
tributed about 12 per cent to a charitable foundation, leaving her with a 1963 
net income from the Estate of more than $7.5 million. 


. . . . . ONLY one simple division step is needed to find out 
the true interest rate of any loan when using a device invented 
by two men at Michigan State University. Dr. John Brake, 
agricultural economist, and M. E. Wirth, also an economist, got 
interested in the idea when they came across a credit plan 
for farm machinery that claimed a 12 per cent interest charge — 
but when they figured it out. Brake said, "we found the annual 
interest rate was over 40 per cent." So they developed the 
calculator to help make people more aware of actual credit 
costs. For Michigan citizens, the calculator is available free 
of charge from the Bulletin Office, 10 Agricultural Hall, 
Michigan State University, East Lansing, Mich. The item to ask 
for is Extension Folder F-322, "Interest Rate Calculator." 


DEMOCRACY in trade unionism has a big edge on democracy in business. 

A prime example recently came to light when the venerable Bank of New York held 
its first stockholders meeting in 180 years for general discussion of the bank's 
affairs. It was somewhat difficult for the bank's president, Samuel H. Woolley, 
to open the meeting since there was no earlier format to be followed. Neverthe- 
less, open it he did. Woolley said the stockholders meeting was in response to 
urging from "the Gilbert brothers." John Gilbert, stockholder, replied that most 
of the credit was due his wife since it was at her urging that he and his brother 
— as the Wall Street Journal described it — "repeatedly called on the bank's 
management to hold such sessions." 


WHITE COLLAR CRIME is reaching staggering proportions 

in the United States. Insurance companies estimate that white 
collar employees take more than $4 million a day from their 
employers. The loot is in the form of petty cash as often as it 
is merchandise. The loss is greater than that suffered through 
break-ins of which there were 900,000 in 1962 for a $171 million 
total. Norman Jaspan, head of a business that investigates such 
"internal dishonesty," says the workers are not crooks but are 
opportunists. Jaspan claims that the responsibility for the 
loss belongs to the employer who fails to measure up to the 
obligations due the people who work for him. In other words, if 
workers received higher wages, their desire to commit penny-ante 
theft would decrease. 
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MOONLIGHTING increased sharply during 1963 according 

The number of 


to a report by the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
workers holding more than 1 job increased 600,000 to 3.9 mil- 
lion during the period from May, 1962, to May, 1963. Alto- 
gether, multiple jobholders account for 5.7 per cent of the 
total employment. Government officials — with the echoes of 
President Johnson's declaration of war on poverty ringing in 
their ears — said they were unable to determine the cause of 
the sudden upturn in moonlighting during 1963. 


PREDICTIONS of master distribution terminals appearing on the map — 

replacing smaller warehousing units — are coming more true every day. REA Ex- 
press just opened a terminal in Highland, Ind., to serve a 350-square-mile area. 
The new terminal consolidates former express offices in Hammond, Gary, and Crown 
Point in Indiana, and Harvey, 111. Altogether, it will handle shipments for more 
than 5 dozen communities. The terminal is part of REA'S continuing modernization 
program as the express company opens key centers across the nation. The changing 
system involves the use of fast, long distance rail hauls between major cities 
connecting with frequent, short-haul truck routes to and from pivotal terminal 
areas. 


HOW MUCH DO YOU OWE? Federal statistics show that 

debt of all kinds in the United States has hit the $1.1 
trillion mark. Debt has increased $700 billion in the past 2 
decades; more than 85 per cent of that has been in private debt 
Since the end of World War II, federal debt has increased 11 
per cent to a total of $309 billion. State and local debt in 
the same period has jumped nearly 500 per cent to $82.1 
billion. Private debt, meanwhile, soared from $140 billion to 
$753 billion — a gain of nearly 440 per cent. 


LABOR UNIONS lose about 5 per cent more bargaining rights elections in 

the South than elsewhere in the country according to a National Labor Relations 
Board study. The study also indicated that non-farm workers in southern states 
account for 20 per cent of the nation's work force, but only 11 per cent of 
total union membership in the U.S. An NLRB official, noting that it was obvious 
that unions have been less successful in the South, added the understatement of

INCOMES OF $3,000 or less were reported by 9.7 

million American families in the latest census. The figures 
were released recently by the Census Bureau in a special 56- 
page report. About 19 of every 100 white families had an income 
under $3,000 in 1959 said the report, and about 48 of every 100 
non-white families were in the same fix. Also in the report 
was the fact that between 1949 and 1959, median family income 
in the U.S. increased from $3,083 to $5,657. 


BEGINNING salaries for college graduates continue to run high. A 

survey of placement officers at 107 colleges across the country recently shows 
that technical students average $614 a month, while graduates with non-technical 
degrees can now average $515 a month. 
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The Big Question: 
Will U. S. Go To 
War With Mexico? 

"While the Socialist Press was 
pleading with the Wilson Ad- 
ministration not to go to war 
with Mexico, the big question 
was whether the munitions 
manufacturers would have 
more influence than the work- 
ing man and woman in the final 
decision. 

The thinking, according to 
the Socialist Press, is that Pres- 
ident Wilson does not want 
war — yet. His army does want 
war. Many people who do not 
believe politically with Wilson 
are trying to embarrass him 
and his secretary of state, 
Bryan, by showing that Wil- 
son’s policy of "watchful wait- 
ing” is driving us toward war, 
which Wilson’s critics hope to 
see declared. 

But President Wilson has his 
ear to the ground, and if he 
keeps his present wisdom he 
will not urge intervention till 
he hears the signs which mean 
that he can send the troops 
in, backed by the roused en- 
thusiasm of capitalism on the 
rampage. A popular war would 
re-elect Wilson, an unpopular 
war would drive him out of 
public life. 

The United States will go to 
war with Mexico if the war 
lobby in Washington, if the 
manufacturers who will get 
rich off war, if the diplomatic 
patriots whom the Monroe Doc- 
trine and ‘ 1 what Europe thinks 
of us ” weighs more heavily 
than human life and happiness, 
have their way. 

(In spite of the protests of 
the Socialist elements of our 
society during this period in 
our history, the U. S., as we all 
knew, did go to war with 
Mexico with the landing of the 
first wave of Marines on April 
9, 1914. The conflict wore on 
for three more years until the 
U. S. sent Gen. John J. Per- 
shing into the fray with 12,000 
troops to end the hostilities in 
February, 1917.) 


Walsh Says Nation 
Needs Cooperation 
Of Labor, Industry 

Should the consumer boycott 
be as legally lawful as the just 
strike? This question was one 
of many discussed by the chair- 
man of the Federal Commission 
on Industrial Relations, Frank 
P. Walsh. 

In a statement on the "Na- 
tion ’s Industrial Problems, ’ ’ 
Chairman Walsh said that it 
is essential that some word be 
found that will bring a sense 
of our essential oneness home 
to every man, woman and child 
in the country, so that we may 
have co-operation, not antag- 
onism. 

In his wide ranging state- 
ment which touched on a num- 
ber of problems in industrial 
relations, Walsh said that he 
found among leaders of organ- 
ized labor a bitter unanimity 
in declaring against the dis- 
tinction that the law makes be- 
tween strikes and boycotts. If 
it is lawful to strike, they 
argue, why is it unlawful to 
boycott, for the refusal to 
patronize an antagonistic em- 
ployer differs little, if at all, 
from refusing to work for an 
antagonistic employer. 
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Apropos of the lead story at 
the top right hand corner of this 
page is the following letter from 
San Diego , Calif . 

Mr. D. J. Tobin, Indianapolis, 
Ind. : 

Dear Sir and Brother: 

I have been instructed by 
Local 195 to notify the general 
membership through the maga- 
zine that Mr. has 

been expelled from our local un- 
ion for being a police informer 
while acting as business agent. 
He also collected dues from 
many of the members and failed 
to turn the money into the 
treasury. All locals and brother 
members are asked to be on the 
lookout for him and shun him as 
they would a leper.

Tobin Deplores Industry Use Of 
Detectives As Strike-Dreakers 


The increasing use of detective agencies by industry to aid 
in attempting to break legitimate strikes and in some cases to 
cause them, was deplored by Teamster President Daniel Tobin 
in an editorial appearing in the official magazine. 

( 1 Although we have had strike-breaking agencies for several 
years,” Tobin wrote, “we did 
not have to deal with them in 
those days except during strikes. 

But since this new development 
in our American lives, the hard- 
est battles we have with the 
strikebreaking agencies, or with 
their blood-sucking members, is 
to prevent them from causing 
strikes during periods of abso- 
lute peace and harmony.” 

Tobin then went on to point 
out how the strike-breaker in- 
filtrates a bona fide trade union. 

“During times of (labor) 
peace, these strike - breaking 
agencies have, in every organi- 
zation in the district in which 
they are located, certain of their 
employes working at the occu- 
pation or at the craft of each 
local labor organization. They 
hold active membership and are 
even sometimes elected to office. 

i 1 When there is nothing at all 
doing they start something, 
these agencies, and they report 
the proceedings of each meeting 
of the local labor organization 
to the strike-breaking agencies 
immediately after the meeting. 


The head man in the office 
then has a circular printed, send- 
ing the circular to all the em- 
ployers in the district or neigh- 
borhood. These circulars usually 
contain a statement to the effect 
that their agency can furnish in- 
formation about everything go- 
ing on in the unions, and that 
they have reason to believe that 
there is a certain agitation be- 
ing started against the said con- 
cern by the labor organization 
and that for a bonus of so much 
per year, they can guarantee 
full information as to what is 
transpiring in the local labor 
organization. ’ ’ 

President Tobin estimated 
that some strike-breaking agen- 
cies are grossing nearly a half- 
million dollars annually from 
employers for this type of un- 
dercover activity. 

To combat these agencies, 
Tobin urged all our members 
to beware of the men in their 
union answering this description 
and to show their employers his 
article.
